With eight schools in the dis­ 
trict we know that it makes it hard 
for very many to qualify, but we wish 
that we could have done a little bet­ 
ter, especially in track. 
We are not sure of the reason 
but our track program seems to be 
the weakest part of our athletic pro­ 
gram. Maybe this is because of the 
lack of facilities for track—we don’t 
know. We do know that we have about 
as poor track facilities as any team 
in the district and this is bound to 
have some effect. 
While we won more first in 
the meet last Thursday, we did not 
have much of a chance in the team 
totals because there were so many 
events that we failed to qualify any­ 
one in. We were left out in the cold 
in all of the distance events. 
The only really encouraging 
part of the meet was the junior divi­ 
sion where our eighth graders com­ 
peted against most of the other 
schools’ freshmen and came in 
fourth—winning three firsts and 
three seconds. 
Maybe with this bunch of boys 
to build with we can develop a strong 
track program by the time they are 
seniors. 
We would also like to congrat­ 
ulate these junior high boys for win - 
ning their junior high conference 
track title—making four titles this 
year.

M ost of the p er­ 
sons who lost th eir lives in that 
fashion w ere not w earing read­ 
ily available lifesaving devices, 
the In stitu te added. 
W h eth er your craft is a canoe, 
a row boat, a ru n ab o u t or a full- 
size yacht, you should make it 
a p o in t to know and observe 
the com m on sense rules of safe 
o p eratio n as well as any local 
regulations that you w ill be ex­ 
pected to follow. 
For those w ho do th eir boat­ 
ing on o p en waterways, the In ­ 
stitu te suggests taking a U.S. 
C oast G uard course in naviga­ 
tio n and safety. In form ation on 
such courses usually is available 
at a local m arina. 


Since accidents often hap p en 
in spite of the best of precau­ 
tions, the In stitu te recom m ends 
th a t you check your b o at insur­ 
ance w ith your agent or broker. 
C overage for various sizes and 
types of pleasure boats is avail­ 
ab le in m any sizes and types of 
policies ranging from the serv­ 
iceable hom eow ners to a spe­ 
cially 
tailored 
yacht 
policy. 
T h e re is no one policy for all 
boats, since various factors, in ­ 
cluding w here th e b o at will be 
used, are taken in to account 
w hen w riting the policy. 
Small boats can be covered 
u n d e r the hom eow ners policy. 


B oat ow ners can get physical 
dam age protection for the boat 
and 
liability 
protection 
for 
them selves through this policy. 
It 
provides 
personal liability 
for sailboats less th an 26 feet in 
length, outboards not exceeding 
25 horsepow er, an d inboards or 
inboard-outboards not exceed­ 
ing 50 horsepow er. If a boat ex­ 
ceeds these specifications, 
the 
policy must be endorsed and an 
ad d itio n al prem ium is charged. 
T h e policy provides up to 
$500 insurance against loss to 
the boat, m otor, trailer, o r ac­ 
cessories 
resu ltin g 
from 
fire, 
theft, 
and 
vandalism 
am ong 
o th er things. L iability coverage 
includes m edical paym ents if 
guests are in ju red in the boat. 
A p o p u lar policy for larger 
craft is the "all risk” policy. 
T h is includes h u ll insurance, 
covering the boat itself and its 
equipm ent, plus some liability 
protection.

As a rule, a motorist must show 
a decent concern for dogs and 
other animals in our streets and 
highways. This does not mean, 
however, that he must take pre­ 
cautions that would inhibit nor­ 
mal driving practice. Consider 
this case: 
A motorist approaching a farm 
saw several turkeys by the road­ 
side. Just as he drew near, one 
o f the tu rk ey s scu ttled out in 
front of his car and was struck 
down. 
In short order, the farm er sued 
the motorist for damages. He 
argued that, since the turkeys 
were in plain sight, the motorist 
should have slowed down— just 
in case. But the judge held the 
motorist not liable, saying: 
"I do not believe the law im­ 
posed upon him the duty of slow­ 
ing down so he could immedi­ 
ately stop, just because one of 
these turkeys might take a notion 
to cross the road at an injudicious 
moment. Highways are not built 
for animals or fowls to stray in.” 
Of course, the motorist is even 
less to blame if the accident was 
simply not within the range of 
foreseeability. Another man was 
making a wide turn to enter his 
driveway one night when a neigh­ 
bor’s dog dashed unseen out of 
the darkness. The dog suffered 
fatal injuries, and his owner duly 
demanded damages on the theory 
that the car was on the wrong 
side of the street when the acci­ 
dent occurred. 
But a court denied the claim, 
because the location of the car 
was not the real cause of the 
dog s death. The court said it was 
unfair to blame the motorist for 
an accident he could not have 
either foreseen or avoided.
